New York, July 28.—Plugging tonight 
through the Labrador fogs, the engines of 
the steamer Montrose are bringing momently 
nearer to identification two passengers on 
board supposed to be Dr. Hawley Harvey 
Crippen and his fugitive. companion, Ethel 
Leneve, who are wanted by the London po- 
lice in connection with the disappeerance of 
Crippen's wife. 

Their fellow passengers know nothing of 
the suspicion that attaches to the couple. 
The two suspects are not under arrest. They 
also are ignorant of the wireless messages 
of inquiry and conjecture that are flashing 
over their heads from police headquarters 
thousands of miles remote. 

The most important of these message was 
the communication direct from the wireless 
operator of the Montrose, presumably sent 
with authority of the captain, in which it was 
stated flatly that two suspects agreeing with 
the police description of Dr. Crippen and 
Ethel Leneve were on board 


Messages Fly Thick Through Air. 

Other messages fished out of the air were 
addressed to Quebec, Montreal, and Ottawa. 
The authenticity of some of them was de- 
nied, but all were in the same tenor~indi- 
cating a growing conviction that the world - 
wide hunt for pr. Crippen is at last nearing 
ie end.

Father Point, Que., July 28.—The captain 
of the steamship Montrose, nearing this port 
after a voyage across the Atlantic, flashed 
to the colonial government at Ottawa today 
a wireless message, in which he said, ac- 
cording to apparently authoritative reports 
here, that he had incontrovertible evidence 
of the presence aboard of Dr. Hawley Har- 
vey Crippen and Ethel Leneve. He asked 
for instructions as to the course he was to 
pursue in dealing with the alleged wife 
murderer and his former stenographer, who 
was traveling with him dressed as a boy. 

Since there is no one aboard who knows 
Dr: Crippen personally, it may mean that 
he has confessed his identity. After the re- 
ceipt of the message here the wireless oper- 
ator at once began sending messages to the 
Montrose. 


Detectives Keep Up Their Vigil. . 


At this Httle settlement on the south bank 
of the St. Lawrence, 100 miles east of Quebec, 
three officers of the provincial police are 
Uterally sitting at the side of a wireless re- 
ceiver waiting for further word from the 
Montrose. 

These detectives will board the Montrose 
when it takes on the pilot to direct its course 
up the St. Lawrence. And, at any event, 
they will confer tomorrow. with Inspector 
Dew of Scotland Yard, who ie to arrive then 
aboard the liner Laurentic. 

The Laurentic ts expected here before noon, 
and while the British detective probably 
will not land, be win have a chance to ex- 
change a word with the three officers. 

The warrant charging Crippen with the 
murder of a woman still unidentified is car- 
ried by Chief McCarthy of the provincial 
police of Quebec. Chief McCarthy and his 
assistants rely upon Inspector Dew to 
identify the suspected passenger of the Mont- 
rose, if he really is the man they seek. Since 
Dew has no authority to make the arrest, 
however, it is supposed that he will continue 
on the Laurentic to Quebec, leaving to the 
Oanadian detectives the task of taking their 
prisoners to him for identification there.

Native Chicagoan, Real Estate 
Man, Heart Trouble Victim. 


PROMINENT IN I. M. C. A.

James L. Houghteling as born in Chicagd 


on Noy: 29, 1855, on na street, not far 


from State, His father, 
cago, and for many years before his death 


was one of the leading lumber merchants 


here. He was at one time president of the 
lumber exchange here, and also served a 


term as president of the Chicago board of 


trade. 
Attended Chicago Public Schools. 

His son, James L. Houghteling, received 
his early education in the Chicago public 
schools, having attenced. the old Ogden 
school, then on North State street, but later 
moved to Pearson street, just west of State. 
He went to the Chicago High school and from 
there to Yale, where he was graduated in 1876. 
At first he followed in his father’s footsteps 
in his business enterprises, entering the office 
of the Menominee Lumber company as secre- 
tary and afterward becoming treasurer of 
the Mackinaw Lumber company. 

In 1883 he gave up the lumber business and 
associated himself with his father-in-law, 
Francis Peabody, in the real estate business. 
The firm name then was Francis B. Peabody 
& Co., but two years later the title was 
changed to Peabody, Houghteling & Co. and 
under this name been doing business ever 
since. While never forward in civic affairs, 
Mr. Houghteling was always interested in 
movements for the making of a better city. 


Overcame Five Thieves Singlehanded. 


He was deeply interested in the progress 
of young men, and, since 1881, he has been 
associated with the Young Men’s Christian 
association in one official: capacity or an- 
‘other. It was only a year ago that he at- 
tended a world’s conference of the Y. M. C. 
A., held at Barman in Rhenish, Prussia. 
During that trip he was set upon by five 
thieves. and single handed overcame them. 

In 1883 he founded the- Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew in St: James Episcopal church on 
Cass and Huron streets. The pledge of the 
members, mostly young men, was that they 
should go about in an honest, earnest, in- 
conspicuous way, doing the square thing. 

Mr. Houghteling. married Miss Lucretia 
Peabody in 1879. The widow and six chilldren 
survive him, the children being three boys— 


Francis, James L. Jr., and Willigam—and three 


girls--Harriet, Leila. and Margaret. No ar 
rangements for the funeral have been made.

$88,793,428. This grand total includes the 
city’s part of county administration, sanitary 
district, N the various park systems.

increase in five years of approximately 20 per 
} cent,

capita was 840.50. 

The government. bureau presents figures 
showing the total cost to the. citizens of 
Chicago of the- city government proper and 


the proportionate share’ of the expense of. 


the sanitary district and other independent 
governmental bodies that make up the eco- 
nomic structure of the municipality. 

The inference to be drawn from an analy- 
sis of the figures ig that this makeshift sys- 
tem of codrdinate administrations is costing 
Chicago hundreds of thousands of dollars 
each year which would be saved by consoli- 
dated government under a single authority, 
as has been frequently proposed.

These embrace the more important de- 
partments of the local government, much of 
the increase being attributed to the higher 
cost of living ’’—~—wages, supplies, etc. 

The higher cost of the school system seems 
to be easily explained as not due to extrava- 
gance in its administration, because it was 
eecasioned by the expenditure of $2,477,220 
for new buildings. 

The average expenditure per capita for 
schools in 158 cities exceeding 30,000 popula- 
tion is $4.70. Salt Lake City expended $8.18, 
Newton, Mass., $8; New York, Boston, Wash- 
ington, Newark, Denver, Springfield, Mass., 
and Sacramento more than $6 (all being high- 
er than Chicago), while.In Montgomery the 
cost was only $1.63, Charleston $1.81, and 
Memphis $2.19.

A theory advanced by John Petrie, an 
electrician, who lives at 217 West Twenty- 
second street, did not find favor with the 
police.

| top of @ conduit cover of the Cosmopolitan 
| Blectric company. The conduit is in the 
street in front of the factory, about 200 feet 
from the building. The iron cover was 
blown to pieces, but there was no damage 
to the electric company’s supply wires in the 
conduit. 

“My reason for believing that the ex- 
plosive was placed on top of the manhole 
cover is this,” said Petrie. The shattered 
windows show that they were blown out—or 
rather sucked out—and not blown in. My 
explanation for this seemingly strange law 
of physics is that the heat of the explosion 
rarified the air, causing a vacuum. 


Like Lightning Causes Thunder. 

“ The air rushing back into this vacuum 
after it has cooled created a suction tbat 
pulled the windows out of the building. 

Only the windows on the north side, those 
facing the conduit, were broken. ‘This goes 
to prove that if the explosion wae inside all 


the windows, front and rear, would have been 


shattered, 

Ad joining the box factory are two frame 
cottages, and the same effect of the explo- 
gion is seen there. 

“I don’t claim to be a scientist, but it is 
the same principleas lightning causing thun- 
der. If a thorough investigation is made it 
will .be found that the windows in the box 
factory were broken by being sucked out of 
their frames.

New Flat Buildings, 


Employment of nonunion steamfitters on 
flat buildings owned by union business agents 
Caused the building trades strike to spread 
yesterday to Ravenswood. The discovery of 
this situation was made by business agents 
of the Carpenters’ union, who visited the 
buildings and found workmen without cards 
from the Steamfitters’ union doing steam- 
fitting work in the flats. 

A strike was called at once and work on the 
buildings was tied up. When the union offi- 
cials looked up the name of the owners they 
found that the flats are being erected by 
Simon O'Donnell, business agent of the 
Plumbers’ union; William Gunther, business 
agent of the Gasfitters’ union; and Joseph 
Valila, business agent of the Sprinkler Fit- 


The strike bound structures consist of six” 
two flat houses at Lawrence avenue and Ra- 
venswood park. Officers of the Carpenters’ 
union declared that the strike will remain in 
force until the owners compel the contractors 
to employ union steamfitters. 

Members of the Plumbers’ union said that 
the workmen objected to were plumbers and

Complete Tieup Is Threatened. 

A lockout and complete tleup of building 
operations were threatened by the employers 
@uring the day as a result of the sympa- 
thetic strike directed against the Otis Ele- 
vator company on account of the employ- 
ment of machinists in buildings on elevator 
construction work. There was no change 
in the strike situation relative to the Otis 
company dispute. Carpenters, electricians, 
plasterers, hosting engineers, and building 
laborers remained firm in their opposition to 
a sympathetic walkout. Work of these 
crafts continued without interruption on the 
strike-bound buildings. 

General Manager M. H. Christophersen of 
the Otis company said his concern will stand 
pat against the demands of the strikers. 

Election Held This Evening. 

Election of officers of the Building Trades 
council will, be held this evening It is pre- 
dicted that President John A. Metz will be de- 
feated for reélection on account of-his oppo- 
sition to the strike.

DOUBLE VICTORY 


Drives 
May Day to Front in 85,000 
Kalamazoo Pace. 


| PILOTS CAPTAIN GEORGE. 


Takes Events in Straight Heats; 
Finishes Third in 2:12 Trot 
with Bervaldo. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., July 28—[Special.}—In 
a series of brilliantly driven heats this after- 
noon Tom Murphy of New York showed the 
big crowd at the race track what the at- 
tributes of a high clase horseman are. With 
three negs from his stable he won two races 
and got third money in another, forcing the 
winner to trot a third mile in 2:08% to beat 
him. 

With the hitherto unknown pacer May Day, 
a steed of unfashionable breeding and plain 
looking to boot, Murphy won a $5,000 purse 
for horses of that gait, the trick being done 
in-straight heats which averaged better than 
2:0. The honors were wrested from a field 
of nine, which was selected months ago by. 
horsemen in all parts of the land to compete 
for this rich purse. Six of the lot are named 
in the Chamber of Commerce purse at De- 
trolt next week, but Murphy's slim bay 
mare made all of them look alike, with 
Branham Baugham a shade the best of the 
lot. | 

Captain George Wins 2:30 Trot. 


When the 2:30 trot was called Murphy 
paraded the handsome 4-year-old stallion 
Captain George and stepped him three heats 
in front of the other starters in 2:10%, 2:09, 
2:00%. He could have made the last mile 
faster, putting up his mount between the 
distance stand and the wire to allow some 
of the stragglers to, beat the red fldg. The 
race showed that in the son of Admiral 
Dewey the $10,000 M. and M. trot at Detroit 
will have one more high class starter than 
was looked for. 

Bervaldo, an ancient campaigner, was not 
quite good enough to take down what was 
left of the program for Murphy, but in the third 
mile of his race, the 2:12 trot, he was right at the 
winner at the wire in 2:08. 

All Murphy's horses were well trained, well 
mannered and had the speed which their driver 
used with judgment at the right instant. He 
put off the drive for the first heat of the $5,000 
pace until the homestretch was reached. Lady of 
Honor, which drew the pole, got a slight ad- 
vantage at the start, and held it all the way, the 
quarter being passed in :30%, the half in 1:02. and 
the three quarters in 1:33%. 


May Day Scores in Stretch. 


Cox, with Branham Baughman, was in close 
attendance all the time, and the race seemed to 
be between those two until they were within a hun- 
dred yards of the finish, when suddenly May Day 
came out from the bunch back of them and was 
seen to be gaining. Murphy, his arme high in 
air, farty set the pacer afire with speed, and in a 
flash she had passed Branham. Baughman and 
was at Lady of Honor’s wheel. It did not seem 
possible the chestnut mare could be beaten, but 
Murphy had timed his rush to the fraction of a 
second, and a step from the wire May Day’s nose 
showed in front and 2:06 had been beaten. 

In the second heat the same three horses were 
the only contestants, although May 
times had the track. They made her pace in 2:04% 
once more, but after that the run was out of them. 
and the third mile was easy for Murphy’s mare 
in 2:06% 

In the 2:30 trot Capt. George, which formerly 
was a bad mannered beast, never offered to make 
a mistake, and his easy way of going incited the 
crowd to applause as he came the stretch 
in the final heat far aheed of the other starters. 


Bettors Hit in 2:12 Event. 


The 2:12 trot was a bard blow to the bettors who 
made Hallworthy a big favorite on the strength 
of his previous work. He took the word in the first 
heat far behind the rest of the field, and so far as 
could be seen had no speed, his positions being 
sixth, ninth, fifth. The winner. Major Strong, 
was not thought of as a serious contender, but he 
trotted three heats in 2: K. 2:07%, 2:08, seeming 
‘o handle the fleld as he pleased In any part of the 
miles. The 4 year old colt Vito was a close second 
in the first two heats, making his finigh far behind. 

and was well driven by Jimmy Benyon, wee is 
only a boy in years. 

There was a great sensation at the track . 
the morning workout hours when Guss Macey 
brought out the 3 year old trotter Colorado, and 
after some warming up heats, the best of which 
was in 2:15, drove ene a mile in 2:06%, which is 
a full half second better than the world’s record 
for the age and gait, the 2:06% of General Watts 
made in October. 

But Colorado did other things then beat the rec- 
ord. He trotted the third quarter of his phenom- 
enal mile in :30, and in that quarter made a short 
break which unquestionably cost him something, 
The mile by quarters was :32%, 1:05, 1:35, 206K. 
and it was timed carefully by Geers, Chandler, and 
other experienced men who were sitting in the 
judges’ stapd. The time here given was recorded 
by Chandler's watch, but not a man at the wire 
made the mile slower than 2:07. Colorado is owned

Private crop advices continued bullish, however, 
with a condition report issued by a prominent loca] 
authority indicating a deterioration of fully 5 per 
cent in the last month, and offerings were so well 
absorbed on moderate reactions as to suggest a 
general scaling down of new crop views. Many 
early sellers who found their offerings so well ab- 
sorbed turned to replace their cotton in the late 
trading, and, while the close was a little off from 
the best, there was at no time any sigm of weak- 
ness. It was estimated that July notices for over 
80,000 bales were issued during the morning, mak- 
ing nearly 200,000 bales that had been tendered 
the bulls since the Ist of the month, but these no- 
tices were quickly stopped, and July sold at 18.080.
